As the huge Pal-Jet winged its way down through 
the clouds towards Manila, 1 gained my first fleeting 
glimpses of the Philippines. Below me, lay a patch-|» 
work quilt of padi-fields glittering-in..the_still strong 
afternoon sun. Banana plantations gave way to coco- 
nut groves which in turn. gave way to nipa huts, as the 


plane skimmed low over the city outskirts. 


I had seen nothing like the maze2#12
